No U.S. Pressure 
On Mark, Says Bonn

BONN — Economics Minister Ludwig Erhard said 
Sunday the revaluation of the mark was a “purely Ger- 
man decision” taken primarily to defend the value of 


West Germany’s currency. 


In officially announcing the 5 
per cent rise in the value of the 
mark the economics minister de- 
nied that U.S. pressure was in- 
volved. 


The change in the mark’s parity 
to the dollar, from 4.2 marks for 
one dollar to four marks, became 
known Saturday when banks 
halted currency dealings for a 
time. Erhard said Sunday that 
the revaluation applied against 
all currencies and not just the 
dollar. 


He stressed that the revalua- 
tion would have no effect on 
Bonn’s plans to create a large 
scale development aid program. 
The government’s promises to

(about $1 billion) in 1961 for de- 
velopment aid and to maintain a 
continuing program of foreign aid 
will be kept, Erhard said. 

The revaluation had been ad- 
vocated by other countries as a 
move to help the imbalance in 
international payments among 
members of the Western alliance.

171 Widows of Dixie 
Still Collect Pensions 


Even as Georgians note the centennial of the War 
Between the States the state continues to pay pensions 
to widows of veterans of the conflict 100 years ago. 


State pensions are now being 
paid to 171 widows of Confederate 
veterans, according to Pete Wheel- 
er, state director of veterans 
services. 


One hundred and sixty-four of 
these widows receive $110 a month 
and seven receive $5. The $5 
monthly payment is made to the 
seven widows now living at the 
Confederate Soldiers Home. 


GET U.S. PENSIONS 


Some of the Georgia widows also 
receive U.S. pensions as widows 
of Confederate soldiers, Wheeler 
said. Widows who later remarried 
'are not eligible for federal pen- 
| sions, but they are eligible for 
| state pensions, Wheeler said. The 
| federal pension is $65 a month.

The Rusk belief in balanced defense, 
replacing the Dulles theory of massive 
retaliation, removes a grave danger that 
has existed. 

The danger lay not in believing that 
our own A-bombs would deter Russia’s 
use of hers; that theory was and is sound. 
The danger lay in the American delusion 
that nuclear deterrence was enough. 

By limiting American strength too 
much to nuclear strength, this country 
limited its ability to fight any kind of 
war besides a nuclear war. This strategy 
heightened the possibility that we would 
have a nuclear war. 

It also weakened our diplomatic 
stance, because Russia could easily guess 
we did not desire a nuclear war except 
in the ultimate extremity. 

This left the Soviets plenty of leeway 
to start low-grade brushfire aggressions 
with considerable impunity. 

By maintaining the nuclear deterrent, 
but gearing American military forces to 
fight conventional wars too, Secretary of 
State Rusk junks bluff and nuclear 
brinkmanship and builds more muscle and 
greater safety into our military position.

The Riot, the House Committee and

SAN FRANCISCO—The most 
talked-about movie in the coun- 
try at the moment is ‘Opera- 
tion Abolition.” 


Tens of thousands of people 
in all 50 states have seen the 
film. It is the House Un-Amcri- 
can Activities Committee's ver- 
sion of the San Francisco City 
Hall riot of May 13, 1960. 


Its high point is a four-min- 
ute episode in which San Fran- 
cisco police, after turning a fire 
hose on a crowd of college stu- 
dents demonstrating outside 
the Committee’s hearing room, 
dragged nearly a score of them 
dripping wet down the steps 
of the City Hall's splendid 
rotunda. 

Few have come away from 
witnessing this spectacle with- 
out forming strong opinions 
about its fidelity to truth. Its 
sponsor, the House Un-Ameri- 
can Committee, considers it 
one of the most telling docu- 
mentaries of our times, a pow- 
erful expose of a “Communist- 
directed drive’ to destroy the 
Committee.

film production. He says it 
shows how “a few hard-core 
Communist agents are able to 
incite and use non-Communist 
sympathizers to perform the 
dirty work of the Communist 
party.”” A substantial number 
of public and private organiza- 
tions evidently agree with him, 
for nearly 700 copies of ‘‘Opera- 
tion Abolition’ have been pur- 
chased at $100 each for exhibi- 
tion, usually without charge. 
The Defense Department alone 
has bought 75 copies. 


Most critics of the film are 
also opponents of the commit- 
tee on civil liberties grounds. 
They charge that the picture 
has been pieced together out of 
carefully culled segments of 
television news film footage 
and supplied with a highly dis- 
torted commentary. This is 
narrated by Fulton Lewis III, 
son of the. radio commentia- 
tor, who is a committee staff 
member. 


The film has brought boos 
from student viewers of the 
Stanford,, University of Califor- 
nia, Nebraska, Minnesota, Rut- 
gers and Harvard campuses. 
More literately violent denunci- 
ations have come from church- 
men, professors and editorial 
writers. 


The accuracy of the film 
shots and the accuracy of the 
commentary can be considered 
separately. The film ‘footage 
was obtained on subpoena by 


Congressman Walter from fele- - 


vision _ stations KRON and 


KPIX here. 


An analysis of ‘Operation 
Abolition”. by eyewitnesses of 
the riot reveals that some of 
the film episodes are presented 


out of their actual time se- 
quence, presumably to height- 
en the drama. 


The only one of these distor- 
tions of context that can be 
called materially and flagrant- 
ly indefensible consists of shots 
of longshore leader Harry 
Bridges walking down the steps 
outside of City Hall. Bridges 
actually arrived there after the 
riot, but the commentary says: 
“Among the Communist lead- 
ers who had an active part in 
the San Francisco campaign 
and the protest demonstrations 
was Harry Bridges, whom you 
see here being escorted out of 
City Hall by police officials mo- 
ments before the rioting broke 
out.” 


Other distortions in the com- 
mentary are cited by the film’s 
critics. For example, the stu- 
dent demonstrators are ac- 
cused by committee members 
of ‘toying with treason’ as 
the unwitting dupes of Commu- 
nists: the entire blame for the 
riot is laid on the students as 
puppets performing under Com- 
munist direction. Student lead- 
ers deny any other intent than 
the rightful one of protest. 


In a report last July, J. Ed- 
gar Hoover called the riot ‘‘the 
most successful Communist 
coup in San Francisco in 25 
years.’’ Hoover quoted Mickey 
Lima, chairman of the North- 
ern California district of the 
Communist party, as boasting 
that party. members whom he 
had not seen or heard of for 


years “‘seemed to emerge from 
the woodwork’’ for the demon- 
strations. 


That there were Communists 
in the crowd of students surg- 
ing around outside of the City 
Hall hearing room is certainly 
not deniable; several of them 
had been’ subpoenaed. But 
leaders of the student demon- 
strators, who came from the 
leading university and college 
campuses in the San Francisco 
Bay area, say there was no 
prior connection with the Com- 
munists. . 


They insist the leadership 
and organization of the demon- 
stration was the work of non- 
Communist students acting on 
their honest convictions and 
their right to freely assemble. 
They contend the film com- 
mentary ignores’ substantial 
evidence that poor police judg- 
ment and the committee’s own 
conduct were to blame for set- 
ting off the riot. 


They contend the commit- 
tee’s policy of admitting spec- 
tators by ticket. only excluded 
most of ‘he students ard that 
this was an aggravation that 
set them to chanting in the cor- 
ridor. Yet they say there was 
no act of aggression by demon- 
-strators warranting police in 
turning on the fire hose. 


Lewis’s narration describes 
the “spark that touched off the 
flame of violence” as the act of 
a student in leaping over a bar- 


ricade, grabbing a policeman’s 
night stick and beating him 
over the head. Then “the mob 
surged forward as if to storm 
the doors, and a police inspec- 
tor ordered the fire hose turned 
on.” 


This account is not fully cor- 
rect, according to a prosecut- 
ing attorney here. The beaten 
officer, Patrolman Ralph E. 
Schaumleffel, testified to the 
grand jury he tripped while 
pushing to disperse the crowd, 
fell, became separated from 
other police, and lost his night 
stick. It was passed from hand 
to hand by the demonstrators, 
he said, and in grappling with 
one of them, Robert Meisen- 
bach, he was struck on the 
back of the head. It was then 
that the water was turned on 
the students to clear the City 
Hall stairway. 


Meisenbach, a University of 
California senior, denies strik- 
ing anybody. He comes to trial 
March 6 for assault with a 
deadly weapon with intent to 
inflict great bodily injury. All 
63 of the other students ar- 
rested at the riot were pro- 
nounced ty a judge to be mere- 
ly “misguided” and riot charg- 
es against them were dis- 
missed.

Atlanta’s five approved Urban 
Renewal Projects comprise 1,235 
acres. However, there are areas 
representing five times the pres- 
ent Urban Renewal Projects that 
are badly dilapidated and in need 
of Urban Renewal treatment. Na- 
tional statistics, which are re- 
peated in Atlanta, show that slum 
areas produce only about 6 per 
cent of the taxes while consuming 
65 per cent of the cost of city 
services. 
While not underestimating the 
value and general merit of the 
present five-year plan, which has 
four more years to go, the time 
and difficulties required to make 
it operative suggest urgent con- 
sideration to the following recom- 
mendations: 
1. LONG RANGE PLANNING: 
It is urged that the means be 
set up for a continuing and well- 
conceived long-range planning, to 
assure the community of intelli- 
gent accomplishment and priority 
in handling the total job, and to 
avoid a costly and inadequate 
patchwork of spot jobs. 
2. ADEQUATE FINANCING:

A most modest campaign for 
funds is under way on behalf 
of Reinhardt College in Waleska 
which asks gifts of $100 to $350 
to meet its needs for $111,000. 
This money is needed for reno- 
vation and refurbishing of build- 
ings long past due in the devel- 
opment of a long-range master 
»plan for future needs of the col- 
lege. 


This incredibly soft request 
will be heard by few, for while 
we brace against encroachment 
of big government and big busi- 
ness, we are more inclined to 
beliéve that only at big, pros- 
perous universities may the es- 
sence of reasonable education 
be imparted to our youngstrs. 


We worry that colleges are so 
crowded that they cannot take 
our high school graduates and 
it is common, one hears, for a 
boy or girl to be turned down 
by 10 institutions to which he 
or she has applied for admis- 
sion simultaneously — all of 
them out of reach scholastically. 


The concern is growing. 
Where, unless we are rich or 
ur children are prodigies of 
earning and thus in demand for 
their scholarship, will they go 
to college? Must they never 
have a glimpse of higher edu- 
cation .because they have not 
been, for one reason or another, 
at the crest of their class, or 
their parents at the economic 
crest of theirs? 


We need college trained men 
and women. If they are not suit- 


‘ed for the flamboyant positions 


of great leadership, they are 
just as urgently needed for the 
community pursuits of good 
neighborship, good citizenship, 
good parenthood. For the qual- 
ity of American life will not 
depend alone upon the few who 
have the capacity for vast in- 
genuity, but much more upon 
the mood of those who support 
their contributions and ideas 
and who reflect and implement 
them in everyday life.

He then becomes 
sicker—either from the guilt 
feeling or from fright. 


—A husband visits his wife’s 
hospital room and tries to be 
pleasant. But through it all, he’s 
telling her, by his manner, that 
she doesn’t have a right to be 
flat on her back or near death 
when the children are so young. 
She gets the message and wors- 
ens. 


UNCONSCIOUS CRUELTY 


—A certain contempt and un- 
conscious cruelty may be ex- 
pressed through mannerisms by 
either husband or wife . having 
deep feelings of worthlessness. 
Such a person visiting a mate

Velveteen 
Is Getting 
Treatment 


Velveteen, long a favorite for 
dressier winter-type clothing, 
is getting new treatment these 
days. Chemical finishes are 
making it crush-resistant and 
water-repellent, and printed 
velveteens are now available in 
addition to a wide range of 
solid colors. 


The primary difference in vel- 
veteen and velvet is that vel- 
veteen is a filling pile fabric, 
while velvet is a warp pile fab- 
ric. 


Velveteen’s pile is made by 
cutting an extra set of filling 
yarns which weave in a float 
formation and are woven or 
bound into the back of the mate- 
rial at intervals by weaving 
over and under one or more 
warp ends. The picks per inch 
range from approximately 175 to 
more than 600, with about 80 
ends per inch. Combed long 
staple cotton is used in the 
better qualities of velveteen, 
which gives a soft, smooth, vel- 
vety pile when cut. In some in- 
stances, the pile is waxed in 
finishing to improve the luster. 


Velveteen, as with all other 
pile’ fabrics, must be cut with 
all the pattern pieces running 
in the same direction. If cut 
with the nap going upward, a 
richer color results. Because 
all of the pieces of the pattern 
must be cut in the same direc- 
tion, pile fabrics require extra 
yardage. 


Many processes are involved 
in the manufacture of velveteen 
—weaving, measuring, greige in- 
specting, cutting, singeing, in- 
specting, scouring or boiling 
out, bleaching or dyeing, drying, 
brushing and waxing, final in- 
specting, color matching, rolling 
and wrapping, and finally ship- 
ping. It is most commonly 
woven in 36-inch widths.

Twenty-five years ago 
this spring a bookstore 
manager gave a luncheon 
in honor of a young lady 
whose first novel was to 
be published the following 
day. Her home town had 
been given the privilege 
of putting the book on 
sale 24 hours ahead of 
the release date. 


It happened I was 
seated next to the author, 
who was also a friend. It 
was a small, gay lunch- 
eon with the usual con- 
gratulations and small 
talk that goes on at such 
affairs. There was a cen- 
terpiece display -of the 
book on the table. It was 
surrounded, as I recall, 
by small Confederate 
flags. 

In the course of the luncheon 
I asked the author if she had 
had from her publisher any in- 
dication of ad- 
vance sale. She 
had not, she 
said. She then 
went on to say 
she hoped the 
book would 
sell at least 
5,000 copies. If, 
she said, Ili- 
braries, includ- 
ing the myriad 
in t h e book 

Ralph McG “lending” busi- 
ness, bought copies, she some- 
times allowed this hope to lead 
her on to a sale of maybe 10,000 
copies. This, she thought, would 
be a very happy result, Indeed, 
since the average first-novel 
sale was then, and maybe is 
now, somewhere around 1,500 
copies. 

This was June 29, 1936. 


The books, as the table cen- 
terpiece, were the fat volumes 
of *‘Gone With the Wind.”’ The 
author, of course, was Mar- 
garet Mitchell. 


* * 


WELL BEFORE that year 
was done, the book had sold 
more than a million copies. It 
was but the beginning. In time 
the book and the author became 
legends. It is the most success- 
ful novel of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury. 

J. Donald Adams, of the New 
York Times book review sec- 
tion, has accumulated some sta- 
tistics on the sales. 


By January 1956, total author- 
ized sales in all languages had 
amounted to eight million 
copies. The book had appeared 
in 30 languages and 40 coun- 
tries. Printing in the English 
language had run to five mil- 
lion copies. More than four mil- 
lion of these had been sold in 
the United States. Today one 
may add more than a million 
to both totals. 


In addition to the authorized 
editions, there were many which 
were ‘“‘pirated.’’ That is to say 
they were printed without per- 
mission and sold without com- 
pensation to the author. Mar- 
garet Mitchell was able to ob- 
tain copies of some of these. I 
recall her saying her publishers 
conservatively estimated the y 
totaled more than 100,000. 


* * & 


NOT ONLY was the book the 
most popular one of our time, 
but the movie made of it was 


the most successful of all Hol- 
lywood history. An estimated 
200,000,000 persons have seen 
it—in all the countries of the 
world. It has grossed more 
than $40,000,000. Like the book, 
it lives on and on. 


Margaret Mitchell was 3% 
when she sat at luncheon on 
that June day in 1936. Ten 
years before she had resigned 
from the staff of The Atlanta 
Journal Sunday magazine. Ten 
years of work and personal 
maturing went into the book. 
She had a family background 
of history and stories of the 
War Between the States, espe- 
cially those related to Atlanta. 
When Macmillian’s Latham 
came South as a talent scout, 
Peggy Mitchell brought to him 
two suitcases filled with manu- 
script. 


She had a really remarkable 
gift for storytelling. There is in 
the book, too, compassion and 
human understanding. Also, as 
Mr. Adams notes, she aban- 
doned the stereotype Southern 
heroine of excessive “sweet- 
ness”’ and gentility, and gave 
us Scarlett O'Hara, a _ tough- 
minded, ruthlessly determined 
girl who, whatever she may 
have lacked as a traditional 
lady, was endowed with great 
and unfailing courage and de- 
termination to survive. 

The critics have said the book 
was neither profound nor orig- 
inal. But what they have con- 
sistently underestimated was 
her gift for telling a story, her 
compassion and narrative skill.

AFTER 25 YEARS, still sell- 
ing at 35,000 copies per year, it 
is possible to say the book will 
have as great a span of life 
as, for example, “‘Les Misera- 
bles.”” And Hugo’s book is a 
book very much alive after al- 
most 100 years, being written 
in 1862 when some of the 
events of ‘‘Gone With the Wind’’ 
were being enacted.
